NEW ANTI-U-BOAT 
SHELL EXPLODES IN 
WATER ON CONTACT 


Missile Dives When It Hits Sur- 
face and Is Set Off When It 
Strikes Solid Object. 


WASHINGTON, Aan. 22 (By A. 
P.). — The ‘“nonricochet’’ shell, a 
weapon as deadly as the depth 
charge, is the newest device perfect - 
ed by the navy ordnance experts for 
use against German submarines. 

The new shell dives when it strikes 
the surface of the water instead _of 
bouncing as do the ordinary missiles 
used in either naval or coast defense 
artillery. The charge can be made 
to explode on contact with a solid 


| surface under the water or at a pre- 


determined depth. The value of the 
latest anti-submarine weapon lies in 
the fact that shots which fall slightly 
short will be of as much effect as 
those which register direct hits. 

The Navy Department has forbid- 
den the publication of details of the 


invention, but it is known that the. 


British and French Admiralties also 
have adopted it. 


SEVEN STREET CAR LINES 
GET COKE FOR HEATING 


First Consignment of 150 Tons Is Al- 
lotted; Burning of Soft Coal 
Unsatisfactory. 


The United Railways Co. has ob- 
tained 150 tons of coke, for use in 
heating street cars, and has allotted 
it to the Park, Jefferson, Broadway, 
Cass, Lee, Wellston and Bellefontaine 
lines. Another expected consign- 


ment will be used on the Olive line. 

The company has been burning 
soft coal this season, because the 
Government has ordered that metal- 
lurgical districts shall have first call 
on coke. The coke just obtained 
costs $10 to $11 a ton, or more than 
twice last year’s price. 

The use of soft coal has caused 
complaints from passengers and has 
been said to contribute to the smoke 
nuisance iri the city. The heaters are 
not well adapted to soft coal.

“SUPERMIEN NEEDED 
FOR WAR COUNCIL” 


„J. S. Is Junior Partner; Ex- 
change of Views Would Be.Nec- 
essary, Says Cabinet Member. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—A mem- 
ber of the Cabinet, discussing the 

oposal of the Senate Committee on 

ilitary Affairs to create a supreme 
war council of three men, said: 

The simple fact is that some men 
on Capitol Hill want things done in 
too big a hurry. They apparently 
have not come to realize that it re- 
quires time to expand production and 
personnel many times over. 

“If they could find three super- 
men for the proposed war council, I 
would be for it. But the Senators 
are asking what only God Almighty 
can do, They say they want @ man 
or three men who can decide all 
questions right off the reel. As a 
matter of fact, that is impossible. 

‘For example, suppose the Presi- 
dent had a war council of the kind 
proposed. Unless its members knew 
thoroughly the business of the War 
and Navy Departments and other 
vitally important branches, they 
would have to spend a lot of time 
studying them. 

“Apparently the idea is to have a 
sort of supreme board of strategy. 
As a matter of fact, the United States 
is not running this war alone. We 
really are the junior partners in it 
up to date. Our part will become 
more important as the war pro- 
gresses. In time, we may become 
the senior partner. We are furnish- 
ing much material and foodstuffs to 
the allies. 

Views of Allies N 

But we cannot sit down here and 
plan among ourselves what we shall 
do, for example, in the way of naval 
operations. We must consult with 
our allies before we can take a sin- 
gle step, and. an inter-allied naval 
council was created for this purpose. 
Of course, we can determine what' 
we would like to do and can make 
suggestions, but we are not free to 
carry them out. Our allies have 
more ships and more men than we 
have, and it is idle talk about our 
making, instant decisions on vital 
questions concerning this prosecution 
of the war. There must be exchanges 
of views with our allies. What is 
true of the navy is equally true of 
the army. 

“Ships continue to be the vita! 
problem. There you have the neck of 
the bottle. We can send only 80 
many men and so large a volume of 
war supplies and foodstuffs with the 
tonnage available. This will be in- 
creased largely as time passes, hut 
we cannot hurry time. For exam- 
ple, the navy is known to be getting 
destroyers off the ways in half the 
time required to build them before 
we got into the war. But we are not 
getting them fast enough. We want 
more of them than the building fa- 
cilities available can turn out. 

“Every manufacturing plant in the 
country capable of turning out war 
orders is at work. Most of them have 
all the work they can do. 

Ships Vital Need. 

“Take the matter of tools. A con- 
tract was made with a tool-making 
concern last fall, We will not get 
any tools until the end of this month 
or early next month from that par- 
ticular concern. Why? Because it 
takes time to produce machine tools 
The Government advanced that con- 
cern money to extend its plant, but 
extensions of mechanical plants re- 
quire much time. In many instances, 
large advances have been made to 
concerns manufacturing war ma- 
terials in order to speed up produc- | 
tion. 

“Both the Navy and War Depart- 
ments have been active in this respect 
and a great deal has been accom- 
plished that the critical Senators sp 
pear not to take into consideration.”

David Lubin Says Europe’s Crops 

May Be Worse Than Last Year, 

and Allies Depend Upon. U. 8. 

ROME, Monday, Jan. 21 (By.A. 
P.).—‘“Food is the most important 
matter now before the allies,” David 
Lubin, American representative in 
the International Institute of Agri- 
culture; said today. “It is useless to 
deceive ourselves. It is necessary to 
feed our armies well and, in view of 
the increasing consumption of food 
and decreasing production, we shall 
be unable to do this unless excep- 
tional weather prevails this spring 
and unless extraordinary measures 
are applied.

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“When the President's atten- 
tion was called to the speech 
made by Senator Chamberlain 
at a luncheon in New York on 
Saturday, he immediately in- 
quired of Senator Chamberlain 
whether he had been correctly 
reported, and upon ascertaining 
from the Senator that he had 
been, the President felt it his 
duty to make the following 
statement: 

Senator Chamberlain's 
statement as to the present in- 
action and ineffectiveness of the 
Government is an astonishing 
and absolutely unjustifiable dis- 
tortion of the truth. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the War Department 
has performed a task of unpar- 
alleled magnitude and difficulty 
with extraordinary promptness 
and efficiency. There have been 
delays and disappointments and 
partial miscarriages of plan, all 
of which have been drawn into 
the foreground and exaggerated 
by the investigations which have 
been in progress since the Con- 
gress assembled—investigations 
which drew indispensable offi- 
cials of the department constant- 
ly away from their work and 
officers from their commands 
and contributed a great dea] to 
such delay and confusion as had 
inevitably arisen. But by com- 
parison with what has been ac- 
complished, these things, much 
as they were to, be regretted, 
were insignificant and no mis- 
take has been made which has 
been repeated. 1 

Nothing helpful or likely to 
speed or facilitate the war tasks 
of the Government has come 
out of such criticism and inves- 
tigation. I understand that re- 
organizations by legislation are 
to be proposed—I have not been 
consulted about them and have 
learned of them only at second 

*hand—but their proposal came 
after effective measures of re- 
organization had been thought- 
fully and maturely perfected, 
and masmuch as these meas- 
ures have been the result of ex- 
perience, they are much more 
likely than any other to be ef- 
fective, if the Congress will but 

remove the few ‘Statutory obsta- 

cles of rigid departmental or- 
‘ganization which stands in their 
way. . 

The legislative proposals I 
have heard of would involve long 
additional delays and turn our 
experience into mere lost motion. 
My association and constant con-

President Wilson’s Reply to 
Senator Chamberlain’s Speech 
Criticising Conduct of War 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (By A. P.). 
OLLOWING is the tert of President Wilson's statement issued 


last night in reply to the speech of Senator Chamberlain of 
‘Oregon in New York Saturday: 


j “"T add, ‘as Senator Chamber- 
5 lain did, that there is inefficiency 
? in every department and bureau 

of the Government is to show 
such ignorance of actual condl- 
tions as to make it impossible to 
attach any importance to his 
statement. I am bound to infer 
that that statement sprang out 
of opposition to the administra- 
tion’s whole policy rather than

Senator Chamberlain made 
the following statement: 


“In my New Tork speech I had 
not prepared the address and 
spoke 20 minutes extemporane- 
ously without notes. I pointed 
out that from Bunker Hill to the 
present time we had had no mili- 
tary organization or policy. The 
press report of my address was 
correct. But my argument was 
directed to the military estab- 
lishment and not to other de- 
partments of the Government, 
although it was broad enough to 
be subject to that interpretation. 
But those hearing it knew I re- 
ferred merely to the military es- 
tablishment and that the Sendte 
Military Committee had under- 
taken, through the bills for a 
War Cabinet and a Director of 
Munitions, to work out changes 
in the establishment. 

„I explained that these bills 
were not administration meas- 
ures. I did not misrepresent 
them. 


“Secretary Baker’s efforts to 
better his organization have my 
utmost approval. He has made 
much improvement. But the in- 
herent weakness of his re-organ- 
ization is that nobody between 
the army and the President has 
legal authority. There is the 
Council of National Defense, th 
War Industries Board and the 
Clearance Committee—all pure- 
ly voluntary organizations—bLe- 
tween the President and the 
army. The war cabinet and di- 
rector of munitions would be 
created by law with definite le- 
gal powers and duties, respec- 
tively, to map out and direct 
war policies and to have charge 
of war supplies. By this plan 
we would substitute a strong for 
the only weak link in the chain 
of organization. 


“I regret very much that the 
administration is not with me. 
But I am acting under my oath 
and will have the approval of 
my own conscience even if not 
of the administration. 


“The people are entitled to be 
let into the comimittee’s confi- 
dence.

Later 
he further amended this by 
saying that he had not meant to in- 
clude “every” bureau and every de- 
partment,” but had referred more 
particularly to the an, estab - 
lishment. 

After the interchange 1 notes Mr. 
Wilson concluded that what he had 
to say personally to Chamberlain 
was of less significance than what 
he had to say to those whose senti- 
ment Senator Chamberlain ex- 
pressed.

Slav Who Has Favored Defensive 

Campaign Now Leads Austrians 

on Italian Front. 

ITALIAN HEADQUARTERS, Jan. 
19 (By A. P.). — Gen. Szetozar Bo- 
roevic has been appointed to succeed 
the Archduke Eugene in command of 
the entire enemy front against Italy 
and it is believed that the change 
may have a considerable effect on 
the campaign. /The two conspicuous 
enemy flgures on this front have 
been Field Marshal Conrad von Hoet- 
zendorff, commanding the moun- 
tain front and Gen. Boroevic, gam- 
manding along the Piave. Gen. Bo- 
roevie is the junior of the Field Mar- 
shals. Field Marshal von Hoetzen- 
dorff retains the command on the 
mountain front. He has represent- 
ed the extreme element opposed to 
Italy and as chief of the Austrian 
staff sought to provoke a collision 


and has even been charged with us- 
ing the Messina earthquake as a pre- 
text for Austrian intervention in Ital- 
ian affairs. 

Gen. Boroevic’s tactics on the Italian 
front have been uniformly defensive 
rather than offensive. For two years 
on the Isonzo he maintained a de- 
fensive and took the offensive only 
when German reinforcements com- 
pelled an advance. Since formation 
of the new Piave line his policy has 
been chiefly defensive. 

The ‘appointment also is consid- 
ered as a concession to the Slav ele- 
mnt of Austria as Boroevic is of 
Slav-Croatian origin.

Such a development would have been 
so natural that some writers, notably 
Herbert Spencer and Richard Wag- 
ner, presume it to have been the true 
origin of music, holding that melo- 
dy derived from speech by way of 
recitative, and that song is merely 
idealized, super-impassioned lan- 
guage. 

But these thinkers reckon without 
that self-willed and imperious char- 
acter which distinguishes music 
above all the orts. Probably from the 
beginning it elected to sever itself 
from language, finding a closer affin- 
ity with the dance. 
indefinite and fluctuating pitch of 
speech, music formed for itself scales 
of fixed tones, bound to one another 
by mathematical ratios. In lieu of 
the incessant portamento by which 
spoken language slides from one tone 
to another, song chose to proceed by 
strictly differentiated intervals, as 
separate as the steps of a ladder. In 
fact, there have been but two delib- 
erate attempts to model singing upon 
the inflections of the speaking voice, 
one in ancient Greece and the other 
among the Italian reformers who in- 
vented opera in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. 

Such reflections lead to the conclu- 
sion, in respect to Mme, Yvette Guil- 
bert’s recital laßt night at the Shel- 
don Memorial Auditorium, that if 
the art of the gifted French diseuse 
is not song as we understand the 
term, it is song as it would have been 
had music followed the course delin- 
ealed for it in Athens and Florence. 


Her Art in Elocution. 

Even when she sings, and even 
when the strains are capable of har- 
monic accompaniments on the piano, 
her art is fundamentally elocution, 
so much so that it would be difficult

T seems to me that Senator Stone is a little 
hard on Republicans who have shown a dis- 
position to play politics in the war,’’ Mr.

/ “Chats With Fritz.” 
We were swimming, in money, 
from the receipts of our theatrical 
venture, and had forgotten all about 
the war, when an order came 
through that our brigade would 
again take over their sector of the 
line. 
The day that these orders were is- 
sued, our Captain assembled the 
company and asked for volunteers to 
go to the Machine Gun School at St. 
Omer. I volunteered and was ac- 
cepted. — 
Sixteen men from our brigade left 
for the course in machine gunnery. 
. This course lasted two weeks and we 
rejoined our unit and were assigned 
to the Brigade Machine Gun Com. 
pany. It almost broke my heart to 
leave my company mates. 

The gun we used was the Vickers 
light .303, water-cooled. 

I was still a member of the Sui- 
cide Club, having jumped from the 


frying pan into the fire. I was 
assigne@to Section 1, Gun No. 2. and 
the first time in“ took position in 
the front-line trench. 

During the dayjour gun would be 
dismounted on the fire step ready. for 
instant use. We shared a dugout 
with the Lewis gunners, at stand to“ 
we would mount our gun on the 
parapet and go on watch beside it 
until “stand down” in the morning, 
then the gun would be dismounted 
and again placed in readiness on the 
fire step. 

‘We did eight days in the front-line 
trench without anything unusua! 
happening outside of the ordinary 
trench routine. On the night that we 
were to “carry out,” a bombing raid 
against the German lines was pulled 
off. This raiding party consisted of 
60 company men, 16 bombers and 
four Lewis machine guns with their 
crews. 

A Surprise Raid. 
The raid. took the boches by sur- 
prise and was a complete success, 
the party bringing back 21 prison- 
ers, 

The Germans must have been av- 
fully,Bore, because they turned loose 
a barrage of shrapnel, with a few 
“Minnies” and “whizz bangs” inter- 
mixed. The shells were dropping 
into our front line like hailstones. 

To get even, we could have left the 
prisoners in the fire trench, in charge 
of the men on guard and let thém 
click Fritz’s strafeing, but Tommy 
does not treat prisoners that way. 
Five of them were brought into 
my dugout and turned over to me 
so that they would be safe from the 
German fire. 

In the candle light they looked 
very much shaken, nerves gone and 
chali:y faces, with the exception of 
one, a great big fellow. He looke- 
very much at ease. I liked him from 
the start. 

I got out the rum jar and gave, 
each a nip and passed around some 
fags, the old reliable Woodbines. The 
other prisoners looked their grati- | 
tude, but the big fellow said in En- 
glish, “Thank you, sir, the rum is ex- 
cellent and I appreciate it, also your 
kindness."’ 

He told me his naine was Car! 
Schmidt of the Sixty-sixth Bavarian 
Light Infantry; that he had lived six 
years in New York (knew the city 
better than I did), had been to Coney | 
Island and many of our ball games. 
He was a regular fan. I couldn't 
make him believe that Hans Wag- 
ner wasn't the best ballplayer.in the 
world. 

From New Tork he had gone to 
London, where he worked as a walt 
er in the Hotel Russell. Just before 
the war he went home to Germany 
to gee his parents, the war came and 
he was conscripted... 

He told me he was very sorry tc 
hear that London was in ruins from

~ SHARP. UPTURN. IN THE 
NEW YORK STOCK LIST 


N Talk Causes Traders to Favor the Buy- 
ing Side of Market After an Irregular 
Opening---Bonds Steady. 


— 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today; says: 1 * 

No specific cause could very well 
be assigned for the moderate reaction 
of prices om the Stock Exchange to- 
day. It might possibly have been 
imagined that the arrival of another 
storm, of a character to impede again 
the strenuous efforts to keep railway 
traffic moving, would have caused 
some relaxation of cheerfulness. But 
little was said of that as an influence 
on the market and meantime nothing 
came to light in the day’s news to 
change the point of view on war de- 
velopments. Regarding these, in fact, 
financial judgment is in an unusual 
degree suspended. 

“On the whole, the views of the 
railway situation, present and future, 
expressed to the Senate Commerce 
Committee by the Government’s Di- 
rector-General, were favorably re- 


ceived. But none of this feeling was 


reflectéd in the market, which sold 
down fractionally under light trad- 
ing, and with only professional oper- 
ations governing the movement. 

“For the most of the forenoon 

prices advanced on the Stock Ex- 
change, many to the extent of 1 or 
2 points. The movement, however, 
had all the earmarks of having or- 
iginated among the professional trad- 
ers. Oil, tobacco and steel, company 
shares made the largest gains, with 
the railroads up fractionally. The 
reversal came about noon, ard there- 
after the trend was downward. Quo- 
tations finally dropped, in most 
cases, slightly below yesterday’s final 
figures, 
There was little activity on the 
market, which was especially dull 
during the later hours. Foreign ex- 
change rates were practically unal- 
tered, and the foreign bonds showed 
no especial changes. 

“The abstract of the Federal Re- 
serve Board’s annual report, released 
today, presented some fragments of 
the beard’s opinions regarding the 
expansion of credit in relation to the 


rise in prices, which seemed to be in 


general accord with 
beliefs on this subject. 

“Of rather more practical interest 
was the statement that the reserve 
banks should reduce their credits be- 
fore the issuance of the next war loan 
and then avoid the expansion which 
had occurred when the first two loans 
were floated. With these conserva-
